Sprinkler System 
Used By Alberta 
Farmers Successful 


_ LETHBRIDGE, Alta.—The sprink- 
ler system of watering a lawn is 
being applied this year to sugar beet 
and vegetable farming in the Leth- 
bridge irrigation district of. southern 
Alberta. : 

Just as the city-dweller can do two 
jobs at the same time with the. aid 
of a lawn sprinkler, the irrigation 
farmer now may give his attention 
to other chores while a big sprinkler | ® 
system waters his crops. 

Previously the flooding and furrow 
methods have been the accepted 
means of “spreading water from the 
irrigation canals to the cropland. The 
sprinkler system takes the “back- 
breaking” out of this work. 

Those using the new system say 
it is a big improvement on the con- 
ventional irrigation methods. It saves 
manpower, provides more even crop 
growth with less water and elmimin- 
ates costly land levelling because it 
can water up and down hill. ; 

Sprinkler irrigation is done through 
light-weight aluminum piping which 
is laid out over the crop land. Water, 
pumped in under pressure, shoots out 
of the pipe at 40-foot intervals 
through spray .nozzles. 

One setting of the pipe will ri- 
gate an area 90 feet wide and the 
length of the system, which covers 
up to five acres of land at one set- 
ting.

More Fruit, 
Less Vegetables 
In Harvest 


OTTAWA. — More fruit, less 
vegétables — that’s the outlook 
for Canadian crops to be har- 
vested this fall. The Bureau of 
Statistics today issued its first 
1949 estimates on production, 
reporting that corn will be the 
only one of the home-grown 
vegetables more plentiful at har- 
vesting time. 

Acreage of asparagus, beans, peas, 
and tomatoes under contract to vege- 
table processors is sharply reduced. 

Loganberries, a. British Columbia 
crop, will be down, too. But pros- 
pects are for more apples, pears, 
plums, prunes, peaches, grapes, apri- 
cots and cherries, 

Corn acreage is 23 per cent. great- 
er than last year. Apple production 
is estimated at 16,770,000 bushels, 25 
per cent, above 1948. The, pear crop 
is expected to be 831,000 bushels, 
slightly larger than the 789,000 last 
year. A 15.per cent. increase is 
looked for in the ‘peach crop, cur- 
rently estimated at 2,025,000 bushels. 
Plums and prunes should be up to 
744,000 bushels compared with 671,- 
000. — 

Apricots, grown commercially only 
in B.C., are expected ‘to be about 
172,000 bushels — 20,000 more than 
last year. Production of cherries is 
expected to be around 404,000 bush- 
na just three per cent. higher than 

year ago. 

Loganberries are down to 1,248,000 
pounds compared with 2,261,000 in 
1948. The grape crop is expected to 
amount to 64,329,000 pounds or 12 
per cent. above the 1948 level. 

Following is the acreage of vege- 
tables under contract to processors, 
with figures for 1948 in brackets: 

Asparagus 790 (1,210); beans 5,020 
(8,150); corn 63,180 (51,550); peas 
33,120 (49,220); tomatoes 38,980 
(67,120).

places and dates. 

Summerfallow: 

Due to the recent rains we can 
expect a Reavy growth of weeds 
on the summerfallows. When there 
is ample moisture the weeds grow 
faster and it is therefore. easier 
to kill a numbey of more common 
weeds such as wild oats,. stink- 
weed and Canada and Sow thistles 
Wild Oats are easiest -killed- when 
they are four or five inches high. 
Canada and Sow Thistles should 
not be allowed to get more than 
seven days growth above the 
ground, otherwise you are fight- 
ing a losing battle in their con- 
trol. Fall Rye is still considered a 
good bet in the control of weeds 
if seeded during the latter part of 
August on summerfallow. Do not 
neglect the summerfallow from 
now until freeze-up.

themselves control, to a great ex- 
tent at. least. The procedure re- 
commendéd to contro] cutworms 
is as follows: Ploughing and cullti- 
valing on summerfallowed fields 
should cease a: the end of July. 
The land then should not be dis- 
turbed after this date and until 
the first. half of September. If: 
this is done-a crust will form on' 
the land and cutworm moths will | 
not lay their eggs in such fields. ! 
Care must be taken, however, that | 
the crust is. not broken by allow- 
ing livestock to pasture or run on 
the fields. If this simple miethod , 
is followed farmers will be saved 


from a great deal of ‘the cutworm|- ¢ 


damage forecast for 1950. It has 
been found that. if the land has 
been well cultivated up to the end 
of July that the weeds which 
prow after that date will not use 
up any excessive amount of mois- 
ture. Farmers, therefore, are 
strongly urged to follow this prac- 


jtice in the management. of their 


summerfallowed fields.
